JiV THE CITY COUNCIL 

No groat popular movement in the di- 
rectioiiof social or politicul refurni lias over 
beoii.cruwiieil ivith cumpleto siici;faa until 
after a long period of iijjitiitiuii in the 
couraa of.Vliioh more or lesa bittertiusa of 
feeling w'aa unyondored by the contending 
factiona. Years of ubu impiirt a fueling of 
security to those who engage ia nefarious 
enterprises and the more (irmly rooted a 
vica the mort? difficult the tiisk of enulica- 
ting it. The lunger a liarnaclo remains 
undisturbed the tighter it cliuga. A ne- 
glected cold niiij' devoid]) consumption, 
and a bad habit encoura<,'ed unci pandered 
to will soon control the individual. The 
many years gainxbli'ng hnd bean tnrerated 
in thia city ha(3 naturarlly created a feel- 
ing with soino that itluulbeciunu a part 
of tlie aociiil syutoin, and men sat down 
openly to a gaiiio of studhorse poker, on 
the iasu^o.f. which heuvy8um3,di;fendedwith 
as ndu^hicbmplationcy aa in other countries 
the-^ould* engage in a irame of whist for 
peas in.the. home circle. Lt was under- 
stood that gambling was against the law. 
Succossivegrand juries weruiiistructed that 
thoae who indulged in unlawful yamea 
were liable to prusecuticm ; but notliii.g 
carngjo^jit) until a sipoeial cmiatable pilot- 
ed the police to a .saluoii where a game of 
studhorse was being put through ita paces 
by II number of nicu and a dealer who held 
ita head. The unlawful steed having been 
secured the iie.Nt step \v;is to tit^ him up so 
tightly that he could not escapo. It would 
ba idle to recount the ill-furtuiio which 
has thus fiir attended the efforts of a few 
d^termin^d cilizbns to put an end to this 
most pernicious animal. It is nf too ru- 
cent II dnto to need publiahinu' now; but to 
the regret of every man of fatnily in N'ic- 
toria it must bo written timt a L;amo that 
has been decided at New We.stminater to 
be unlawful ia decided at Victoria to be 
petf«$tly^.Je^all Leaving the supreme 
court to settle the matter which is 
now — as our timid and mealy munthed con 
temporaries would remark, sii/i jndu-i'! — 
we turn to the doings at the council meet- 
ing on Wednesday evening, when a reso- 
lution censuring Cuuii. ]SlcK illican was 
adopted by a vote of five to three. We 
harornererheait^ted to condemn the ac 
tion of BIX of the' councillors in prohibiiing 
the city barrister from aiipeanug in the 
police court to proHeeute in the gambling 
cases. That action while in tlie highest 
aonso improper, was nut an evidence of 
corruption on the [lart of the CLUincillor.i. 
Af the worst it showed a reluc- 
tance, arising from a desire not 
to interfere suddenly with a practice that 
had prevailed for uianj' years in the city. 
From whatever cause the action waa tak- 
ou it cannot be attributed to corruption 
and we do not believe that Conn. McKil- 
lican, in the sense that a councillor would 
accept a hribe, thinks so either, Ue re- 
fused tqapologize and the councillors made 
a martyr of him. In fact, if Coun. 
Boyd'a recollection of previous votes of 
censure are correct, the thing an ambitious 
councillor should most cuvet in a vote of 
diaapprobatiou from his brethren. 

Turning from the vote we come to two 
of Coun.W.A.llobertscin's wild statements 
concerning the editor of The Colonist. lie 
says that wo wore once a "spiritualist.'' 
Well, we have been called a good many 
names in our time, but this is the lirsl 
occasion in which we were ever c larged 
vith having dealings with "familiar 
spirits." A good many years ago in this 
city we formed one of a circle of twenty 
skeptics who undertook the taak of ex- 
posing a cabinet medium. Candor forces 
ua *,o admit that the eti'urt ^aa not alto- 
gether a succcis. Wo certainly- have seen 
a table "tip" in a very amusing and unac- 
countable manner; but to say that we 
ever embraced the doctrines of spiritual- 
ism ia aa absurd as if we were to charge 
C'ouii. Robertson with being a drunkard, 
because lie may have been seen on one 
occasion coming out uf u barroom. The 
other statement refers to Mr. Edgar's 
mission, and the charge ia revived that 
we accepted a money consideration to 
advocate the adoption of the terms which 
that missionary waa instructed to ofl'er 
the ^province. Tho oiler was made in 
1874. Tho chief of those terms was the 
immediate construction uf the Island 
railway, the only consideration being the 
lajids that lie between Ksiiuiniatt and 
Nanaimo and. au extension of the time 
limit for building tho main line. The of- 
fer and the plenipotentiary were treated 
with Contumely by tho government. V'/o- 
Colonid advised the province to accept 
the offer; and when it was declined and 
an expensive and fruitless iniasion to Eng- 
land was decided on, the opinion was 
expressed through tliccoluiniiaof this jour- 
nal that aa good terms would not again be 
offered. Public feeling against Canada 
ran high. Secessionmeetinya were held and 
the situation became critical. In the miilst 
of the excitement a report waa published 
ii o\ir esteemed contemporary that Edgar 
had bribed The CulaniM to support the 
terms he ofl'ered. About this time an 
election took place in an adjacent district. 
Mr. W. A. Robertson (the present coun 
ciUor) became a candidate. Ho was as- 
sailedjby tho then government party and 
by tlie Standard with the coarsest abuse 
and vituperation; but ho was returned to 
oppose the govornmeiit . In the .session 
of 1874 5 he aat in parliament as an ex- 
ponoiit — and a forcible ' one, too — of the 
vidVt entertained by the party whom Tlia 
Coloiiiit supported. Ut course he canio 
in for a full aharo of the abuse that was 
then so freely indulged in by the govern- 
ment 'organ. Ou one occasion, .so high 
•was party feeling allowed to run, ihat his 
rough notes of tho proceedings (>f ii hun.se 
committee of which he was cliainnaii (we 
think) were printed and laid (ui the table of 
the house aa a acsaioual pajier, and from 
thence found their way into ihu iStundard! 
That act was denounced as an outrage by 
Mr. Speaker Trimble from the chair and 
tho house C(iin[)olled the witlidrawal of the 
paper. At that time Mr. JJobertsuii 
worked in harmony with tho present edi- 
tion of Tlie Golmii^t; and he knows and we 
knikw/li'b'w baseless the charge waa that hia 
el6<!tton' was aecurod by an expenditure of 
Dominion money among hi.s,cciistitueiicy. 
Yet ho rested comfortably under tiio im- 
putation for years and now expresse.i sur- 
prise that the editor of this journal has 
never considered it worth his while to 
contradict t)ie .statement, so far as it a))- 
plied lo hfm'. Historically, ho is incorrect. 
The charge waa denied very eiuiihatieally 
at ' the time; and Mr. Roberl.son'a own 
experience of tbd inaluvoloiico of tho 
party then in power should have told him 



of any money consideration from Sir. 
Edgar or any one else on behalf of the 
Dominion government or of an)' other 
government or person to support the 
Edgar or any other terms. Ho supported 
the Edgar proposition purely and simply 
because he believed its acceptance would 
benefit the country, and we ask Mr. 
Robertson whether, after the ten years'iie- 
tjotiations which have Just been closed, it 
would not have been better for the coun- 
try if tho Edgar offer had been aeco[)ted 
in 1874 ! — if vvo should not have taken 
better terms in 1874 instead of waiting for 
worse terms in 1884( With respect to 
Mr. Robertson's remarks concerning the 
Blue Ribbon Club we have nothing to say 
except thia, that the hue of the ribbon a 
man may wear onght not to determine 
the value of hia support any more than 
the color of hia nose. If tho blue Rib- 
bon Club are willing to assist the author- 
ities in putting down open gambling, their 
services should not be courted, nor 
spurned. 

THE NAAS INDIAN TROUBLE.^. 

It is now two weeks since tho appealing 
letters from tha,Naas Indians was received 
and publishing. Is any thi ng being done 
towards settling the difliculties which have 

arisen out uf the land grantes tho govern- 
inenl have made? The Indiana feel that 
they have been imposed upon, and that 
all their rights are being gradually taken 
from them. When the commissioner 
visited them in 1881, the promise was 
made that they should alwaya be allowed 
to cut trees in the forest,aiid to be allowed 
all their old privileges of fishing salmtm, 
cursing, etc. But these men now eoine 
armed with a license from the govern- 
ment which gives them tho exchu-iive 
right to cut logs, and virtually deprives 
tho natives of tho necossitiea of their 
living. Of theae trees their canoes are 
made and they e.xplain that the yelloiv 
cedar is absolutely neceesiary fur their 
paddlea. Tho bark of tho trees they re- 
quire in amoking their fish, 'fhe men to 
whom tho grants were made have been re- 
quested by the Indians tu refrain from 
cutting any lo^js until the government 
shall have decided the question. They 
sent a delegate to Victoria after tho Mc- 
Arthur diliiculty, and a full account has 
been given of their disoussion with 
Roundey in which they complaiued bit- 
terly of their treatment. These people are 
t heiirigiiial inhabitants of the laiidandcoii 
aider themselves the rightful owners of 
those woods. They may make trouble if 
something is not done immediately to 
pacify them.

To THK Editok: - Tho Metlahtlans an' 
still united and steadily advancing. The 
three Sunday services in the large church, 
and the Sunday school, are fully attended 
while the church of England aorvicea are 
attended bj' very few, generally some 
eight or ten who have to bo petted and 
humored to keep them together.

The wreck itself 
waa iigh.'atly sight. The lender of tho 
freight train atoml thirty feel in the air, 
aiiel inside of the oar that was burned 
eould be soon, amid tlio glouiiig embers, 
iron rotla and di-ad a.slie.i, tinee grinning 
skeletona, one aittiug bold upright, appar- 
ently peering into the flames that had' 
siiiotliered out hia life as well as those of 
his CDinradea.

While writing of these islands I have 
had occasion to mention tliis sort of reeil 
or grass with narrow drooping leaves of 
considerable length growing from a stalk 
from two feet in length at some places to 
four and five feet in others. It is one of 
the many curiosities of these islands, and 
acts a very important part in the economy 
of nature. Fund of the sea breeze it seeks 
tho surf-beaten rocks and the storm driv- 
en sand hills. The ocean breeze.i shake 
its waving tresses o'er tho beetling dill's 
and sigh a mournful requiem amongst its 
drooping branches in the ruined halls of 
the deserted villages, where its rank fidi- 
ai^e tries to hide the mouldering remnants 
of departed grandeur. When years with 
longtheniiig numbers roll over tho hoary 
Satlilingunt(tomb) allowing tho cruinbliii;,' 
bones nf tlioir ancient iiihaliitants to dmp 
out, it bonds its drooijiiig leavts in piiy 
and hides Ihuae ghastly relics of departed 
mortality. It loves alike the lonely 
caves and the solitude of the 
dense foifest. Where the long ocean 
swell leaves its brown fands in wreaths 
■dung tho shore, and tho stormy wiiuls of 
I be .summer noonday driv(! it with swirl- 
ing eddies, into lufiy lulls,! he sh' .re gnis-t, 
thickly, after tho autuiiuml rains, s|iriiig.s 
up, and sends it* spreidiiig roots s.i <lee[j 
ly that the sand ia held for ever m its 
place, preventing it truin Intruding on i 
and destroying the rich alluvial lands tie- 
yond. Year aftor year the sands are 
blown up against these hills; nover nver 
theni. Year after year by iluvse me im i 
the land is gaining on the sea, which 
is gradually receding. Following in th i 
wake of the shore gross comes tho p m 
vine, the ch>ver and the luseious stra.v I 
berry, whoso clustering fruits may l--) 
found hanging abundantly on tlioir Km, » 
sta.ka like crim-iuu (le wdr.i|is. Thus env 
ered the sand lulls wiuilJ afl'ord oxeellei t 
pastiiraiie, wherever they exist, aiul lli.it 
at all seasons. Even mi N.ii Evoii's loii;,- 
and dangerous point, who a ever blowing 
sanda prevents the growth of trees, the 
ah ire grass struggles hard to gam tho aa- 
ceiidaiicy ,and tl.iul)tluss,to all aiip-iiraiice, 
it will eventually succeed. At presi-nl 
tho broader end of this point would all'orti 
good pasturage for a herd of cattle. 

This sort of grass is nutriojs a.s well as 
pluiilifiil. At tho aiitliiajito mines no 
this island dui iiig tho winter of l.S(iy.70. 
through sumo mistake, tho .sii|i|ily of teed 

six weokti wherein we had tu liiul them 
something to eat until the steamer Otter , 
would bring us a supply. Hoping only to 
bo able.to keep them alivo until then, we 
gave them shore grass alone at first, after 
ward mixed with a sort of swamp reed, 
called by tho Huiduts skeen. When the 
steamer came they wore sleek and fat, a 
good proof of tl-.o fattening (pialities of 
this sort, of grass. When we fed it to 
them U had baen dried and blackened by 
tho winter storms. Had it been fed to 
them while green, no doubt the result 
would have boon still butler. Every year 
Mr. McRonzio at Masaett cuta a lot of it 
for his stock, some nf which I brought 
down with mo and g ivu it to our cattle, 
and they ate it with n seeming relish, in 
fact, they ato it in preference to timothy 
hay, plenty of which they had Ijefore 
them. If cattle while giMZing on these 
hills pulled it up by tho roots, tho sand 
would be blown over and destroy tho land 
beyond; but of this there is no danger.

Tho Glioorkaa are chiefly remarkable 
for the curiuuB knife known as the"kook- 
ery," which has from time immemorial 
been used by them. It is carved on both 
tho hilt and blade and ia a weapon of such 
an olfectivo character that it can be used 
equally well for stabbing and cutting. The 
mere weight of it renders a wound by it a 
terrible gash. A skilful Ghoorka aworda- 
man can with the "drawing cut" eniployT- 
ed by broadswordmoii send thiB.^mardeiid 
ous weapon swooping through flesh and 
bono. The Ghoorkaa are a raco of fierce 
sjidiera and hunters, who have proved 
themselves valiant and dangerous enemies 
to us ill our border wars with India. Fear- 
lessly they will await the spring of a tiger, 
when, ajiiio as monkeys, they will 
spring aside, at the same monjen'^ adroitly 
drawing tho "kookery" across the tiger's 
throat, when, by tho combined force upon 
which tho blow waa struck and the impet- 
us of the animal itself, the coup de grace 
is given, and in a flood of blood tho treach- 
erous tyrant of the Indian forest lies dead 
at the Ghoorka's feet. Generally the 
death of tho tiger is not accomplished by 
one blow, but by several delivered over 
its paws, neck or back (severing tho spine) 
at each spring of the infuriated boast; but 
this only ahowa the cool courage of the 
hunter more than if he were able by one 
stroke, instigated by despair, to' level hia 
enemy to the ground, — From the Peoples 
of the World for March. 

Kliartouiii. 

The Times declares that it is trifling 
v'hh thu country to tell us that KhartouAl 
is in no imminent danger. It can holdout 
until the weather is more favorable for re- 
lief operations, that is a reason for not 
undertaking them at once, bat it is no 
reason for refusing the important aid 
which would bo given by a mere aaaur- 
ance that thoy will be undertaken Every 
danger is imminent so long m no pre'pair- 
atioii.s exist for meeting it in time. It ia 
assumed rather too freely that relief will 
be mnie easily given a month or two 
hence than now. Everything gooa to 
show that the position at Khartoum is 
likely to become increasingly serious. 
There are said to bo comfortable official 
optimists who hold that the Governor of 
Berber haa nothing better to do than to 
set afloat lying rumors in order to fright- 
on the goveriiinent. They say that Ber- 
ber is in no danger at all, and that Hus- 
sein Pasha Khalifa, with 2,000 refugees 
from Khartoum under his care, is only 
playing a game of intrigue when ho pre- 
tends the contrary. It i8,% pretty theory, 
but before risking another massacre ,on a 
large scale it would be aa 'well to have 
some proof of its correctness. Those evils 
might, to a groat extent, be averted by a 
simple declaration that helpj will bo sent 
to Berber and Khartoum, ye^ tho govern- 
ment, although on other occasions suffi- 
ciently enamored of moral influence, have 
hitherto obatiiiatoly refused to exercise it. 

Health aiitl Iiiiprovcd III- 
licaltli. 

He who has nover known bodily sufi'er- 
ing lacks the fuUeat sense of hia bodily 
powers and the highest possibilities of 
their using. \s a rule, the man who haa 
battled with weakness and diaoaao in earl- 
ier life, oreven all tho way along his life, 
ia better able to do and endure in the 
sphere of physical struggle than the man 
who never had an hour of sicknesa. There 
is hardly a boy's play-ground in which 
there is not some cripple who is a leader 
in feats of agility; a leader in the very 
lino for which his crippling fitted him by 
unfitting hiin. And in our civil war, as 
everybody knows, tho men who best stood 
the test of camp and campaigning were not 
the athletes, but the more than half-way 
invalids. The common saying, "Norvo 
stands it longer than muaole," was only 
half a truth. Tho truer truth would have 
been, improved ill-health amounts - to 
more than untried and over confident 
health. It is nut even found that th« 
students who lead in the college gymna- 
sium are the men who endure longest aud- 
beat in the ordinary atriiggle of life affer 
their graduation. — S. S. Tiraen.' " '
